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The Origin of the Baptist Church. 


The Futility of the Effort to Trace the Baptist Church to Apostolic Times; the Modern Sect Unlike the 
Primitive Church in Doctrine and Practice. 


HE BAPTIST CHURCH pretends to date its origin 
to John the Baptist. It certainly derives its 
name from the Baptizer, and tries to date its origin 
back at least to Apostolic times. The name, therefore, 
is derived from one man. Is the Baptist church either a 
Christian or a John the Baptist church? is a question 
we regard as worthy of consideration. The doctrines 
of the Baptist church are neither derived from John the 
Baptist, nor from the Lord. “Have ye received the 
Holy Ghost? * * * We have not so much as heard 
whether there be any Holy Ghost. * * * Unto what, 
then, were ye baptized? And they said, unto John’s 
baptism.” John’s baptism was by natural water; the 
Lord’s baptism was the operation of the Holy Spirit® 

The doctrine of the trinity (the tripersonality of the 
Godhead) was derived from the old mother of harlots, 
Rome, of which the Baptist church is a daughter. The 
Baptist church carries the mark of the beast, in that she 
denies both the biunity and triunity of the Godhead. 
The Scriptures teach that the Lord Jesus, the Christ of 
God, is Father, Son, and Holy Spirit, or the fulness of 
the Godhead bodily. This is emphatically denied by 
every Baptist we have ever had the opportunity to 
meet, in the discussion of the subject. 

If the Baptist church can deny that it derives its name 
from John the Baptist, we would like to see the proofs. 
If it can prove that it derived either its doctrine or its 
name from the Lord or his disciples, we would like to 
examine the proofs on that score. John the Baptist 


was not an expositor of the New Testament Scriptures; 
and as the founder of the Baptist church, we are of the 
opinion, in view of the fact that so much historical ob- 
scurity accompanies the records of its origin, that the 
line of descent into which the mother of harlots infil- 
trated her fundamental doctrines, had its origin in the 
people whom John baptized, but who never accepted 
the Messiah. 

The Christian church had its origin in one man; but 
according to prediction, the entire church, including the 
Baptist, has apostatized. The fact that a church ex- 
isted during the dark ages and the Reformation, which 
baptized by immersion, and that the Baptist denomina- 
tion struggles to identify itself with such a body of 
people, is not sufficient proof of the continuity of that 
body, from the original Christianity. No church start- 
ing from early Christianity would have dubbed itself 
Baptist, in contradistinction to Christian; hence an 
effort to trace the name and origin to the Lord or to 
John, is a perfect absurdity, unless we assume that it is 
derived from the followers of John who never accepted 
the Christ. 

The Waldenses were not Trinitarians; they were a 
body of dualists, and so were the Albigenses. The 
claim of the Baptists that these people constituted a 
line of Baptists, is the height of absurdity, in so much 
as they did not believe in the doctrine of the trinity, as 
now constituting a part of the Baptist creed. That 
baptism by immersion has been handed down from the 
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fourth century, there is no doubt; but that the entire 
body was included in the immersion before the fourth 
century, is very questionable. John the Baptist and 
the disciples of the Lord merely baptized the feet; the 
Lord himself setting the example. The Baptists claim 
that burial by immersion represents purification. If so, 
then the statement of the Lord settles the question of 
the character of the baptism or immersion, because he 
girded himself with a towel, took a basin of water, and 
washed his apostles’ feet. When He came to Peter, he 
protested, saying, “Thou shalt never wash my feet. 
Jesus ‘answered him, if I wash thee not, thou hast no 
part with me. Simon Peter saith unto him, not my 
feet only, but also my hands and my head. Jesus saith 
to him, he that is washed needeth not save to wash his 
feet, but is clean every whit.” 

This means merely, that the head—the Lord, will 


extend his life down to the feet of the dispensation, 
for his life will be resurrected in the sons of God, 
who, constituting the foot of the age or dispensation, 
will be clean. The washing or baptizing of the feet, 
typified the purification to come at the end of the age. 
The thousands baptized by the apostles, went down 
into the water and came up out of the water, and their 
feet were baptized. There is no account of the entire 
body being ducked under the water, as is the custom of 
the Baptist church. The fact that this is the mode of 
baptism by the Baptist church, is positive proof that 
it was a revival of an idea under a false conception of 
the original mode, and that there was a lapse of time 
sufficient to allow the genuine type to pass out of mind. 
We maintain, with the Baptist church, that baptizo sig- 
nifies to immerse; but we also maintain that the immer- 
sion of the feet fulfilsthe meaning of the term, upon which 
so much stress has been laid by this denomination, 


The Unveiling of all Mystery. 


The Laws of the Creation and Perpetuity of the Human World Revealed Through the Science of the 
Physical Cosmos.

HE CELLULAR Cosmogony, involving as it does 
the presentation of the divine human as the ori- 
gin and destiny of all creation, is the culminating and 
most sublime scientific revelation possible to the mind 
of Deity, by the voice and pen of man.

If a man starts out to reach a certain town on 
a dark night, and places his confidence for guidance in 
some one who does not know the location of the town, 
and who guides him in the direction leading from it, he 
will, in the course of time, discover that he is not ap- 
proaching the town; and when he learns that he has 
wandered far from it, he will, if he has good sense, quit 
following his ignorant guide, and will ‘right about 
face,” and accept no further guidance till he finds one 
who can satisfactorily demonstrate his intelligence and 
ability to guide. 

The Founder of the Koreshan System has certainly 
demonstrated his intelligence concerning the form and 
functions of the universe man longs to inherit, and con- 
cerning its origin and destiny. If this enables us to rec- 
ognize his ability to guide us into all truth, we may safely 
follow in his footsteps as he proceeds, according to his 
knowledge of the laws of the universe, to demonstrate his 
right to its inheritance. If we accept him as our guide,

Forbidding to Marry. 


The Difference Between Voluntary Celibacy of the Koreshans, and the Celibacy Enforced Upon the 
Wage-Slaves by Poverty.

And Jesus answering, said unto them, the children of this 
world [age] marry, and are given in marriage: But they which 
shall be accounted worthy to obtain that world [age], and the 
resurrection from the dead, neither marry nor are given in mar- 
riage : Neither can they die any more: for they are equal unto the 
angels; and are the children of God, being the children of the 
resurrection.—Luke xx : 34—36. 

AN OF THE principal objections to the Koreshan 

System, is that it teaches celibacy for its inner, its 
governing body. It is stoutly maintained by some, 
that we have no right to so teach. Grave legal gentle- 
men tell us that it is against public policy, which is to 
encourage rather than discourage the increase of the 
number of citizens. Recently, a Chicago young man 
committed suicide because his salary was too small to 
admitof his marrying the girl to whom he was engaged. 
Thereupon, the great capitalistic papers began inquir- 
ing of the employers of labor, their opinions as to their 
wage-slaves marrying. The great stores, which mostly 
give small wages, advised against their employes mar- 
rying, whose salaries are too low to support a family. 
Some employers advised encouraging employes to 
marry, on the ground that married men make the most 
reliable wage-slaves, as they will endure more before they 
will leave or strike; and when their wages alone will not 
keep them strong enough to work, the feeble energies of 
the mother, or the feebleness of childhood, may be taxed 
to keep the slave in working order. 

Under the black slavery of the South, the sable 
maiden was sometimes forced by the lash to submit, 
that she might add to the wealth of her unfeeling 
master; but the present slave maiden, white or black, is 
required by sordid human greed, to submit to what the 
Grecian maid considered the cruelest of all deprivations 
—the loss of the joys and sorrows of maternity. It 


seems to some people, to make a difference as to who 
forbids to marry. It is all wrong for those who are 
struggling to reach a higher plane of human life (on 
which Jesus, their Exemplar, stood), to forbid them- 
selves (as the early Christians did in order to that 
attainment) the lower marriage; but it is all right for 
the exploiters of human labor to compass the same end 
for thousands of the race, provided it brings them the 
coveted gold! 

Error is always suicidal; and it needs not the vision 
of a prophet, to see that such shoit-sighted folly 
will soon or later surely destroy itself. Even intelligent 
selfishness, under the regime of chattel slavery, generally 
supplied the slave with sufficient nourishing food to 
keep him strong for labor and the propagation of vig- 
orous offspring; but the exploiter of modern so called 
free labor, considering only the labor market, which is 
ruled by himself and his kind, is entirely indifferent as 
to whether the moiety of the earnings of labor which 
he gives to the laborer, enables him to live in strength 
and vigor, or starves and enfeebles him and his off- 
spring, or even prevents him from having any offspring, 
thus forbidding him to marry. 

And men coolly reason about these things, not for 
themselves, nor for their class, but for others, as though 
they were not men and women, having all the rights that 
belong to men and women, but as though they were 


animals of another race, and entirely destitute of hu- 
man rights. And men who reason thus, and by their 
acts produce such a state of life for others, yet imagine 
themselves to be Christians, in spite of the Lord’s positive 
declarations: ‘‘Therefore, all things whatsoever ye would 
that men should do to you, do ye even so to them: for 
this is the Law and the Prophets.” ‘‘Ye are my friends, 
if ye do whatsoever I command you.” 


In the Editorial Perspective. 


THE EDITOR. 


HE SPIRIT OF WAR is abroad again, spreading from 
East to West; in hiding during the peace conference, but 

now speaking in the thunder tones of the cannon, to rebuke the 
inadequate and abortive peace measures. No sooner had the 
echoes of The Hague died out, than the nations began prepara- 
tions for war on an extensive scale. New warships are being 
constructed by American, European, and Asiatic powers. War 
clouds are gathering on the national horizons; war is in progress 


in the Philippines and South Africa; revolutions have broken 


out in Colombia, Venezuela, Peru, and China. War is expected 
between Japan and Russia. America has become involved in 
Chinese affairs, and further international complications are 
inevitable for the new world-power. A new friendship is 
springing up between the American government, Great Britain, 
and Germany, to stand as opposed to the Franco-Russian 
alliance. The great powers which girt the earth, so far from as- 


suming an entirely placid and peaceful attitude, are but looking 
for some excuse to make war and seize new territory. The 
British public has become enraged over the pronounced attitude 
of France in favor of the Boers, and the relations between 
Britain and France are becoming strained. The keystone in the 
great arch of European peace is crumbling, and the collapse will 
precipitate the final reign of terror. International problems, 
difficulties, jealousies, and imminent war, are not graver than 
the problems of capital and labor. Oppression is world-wide; 
the field of labor is as broad as the field of nations. The wealth 


of nations has been produced by labor. Labor and its products: 


constitute the very foundation of world-powers. The disinte- 
grating elements of discontent on the part of the millions ‘who 
toil, are at work upon the very pillars of the social and industrial 
fabric, without which the nations would be powerless and help- 
less. Every trade under the sun is concentrating and organizing 
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its forces for a final conflict; every corporation is prepared to 
resist the power of organized labor. The governments of the 
world are bound by compacts and indebtedness which they can- 
not now throw off, and are committed to the money power in 
the struggle against the mobs. A world-wide revolution is 
inevitable; the conflicting forces are penciling toward a vortex 
which will involve all the powers of the old order. When the 
signal is given, faction will war against faction, power against 
power, and nation against nation. The present social, industrial, 
and commercial system is that which relates man to man, and 
nation to nation, in external affairs; it ties together Gog and 
Magog, the classes and the masses, the roof and floor, capital 
and labor, master and slave. The final disruption will be at the 
very core of competism; and when the struggle begins at the 
very heart of commerce, factions and nations which depend 
upon it must fall. THe FLAMING SWORD is not advocating 
the revolution; we are not inciting the millions to violence and 
rebellion. We are but sounding the voice of the scientific 
Prophet of the age. The curses upon the world will culminate 
in woes, the inevitable birth throes through which the new man, 
the new age, the new world, will be ushered into existence, 
rising from the world-wide chaos to the Golden Age of universal 
peace ! 


A note of wailing goes up from the Shaker colonies; they 
are in imminent danger of being wrecked on the rocks of selfish- 
ness. Disorder is beginning its reign in hitherto peaceful peo- 
ple—the oldest, strongest, wealthiest, and most influential 
communists of modern times. “Bound together by strong relig- 
ous ties, with conceptions and customs which have made them 
a peculiar people, they endured great persecution in the earlier 
days of their existence.

They once numbered 
about 6,o00 members, having in all seventeen societies, and 
about fifty-seven communities.. They have flourished; but they 
are now waning, like all other similar communities. It isa 
remarkable fact that many-of these communital societies origi- 
nated in Europe and emigrated to America. They have per- 
formed their work in the line of human progress; their forces 
were nearing the focal point. But must failure be the fate of all 
colonies? No. The great religious communities that have 
practiced celibacy and community of goods, all belong to the 
bloom of the Tree of Life; they are stamens, which finally yield 
their pollen to the central stem or pistil of the flower. The sta- 
mens wither that the pistil might survive. These societies 
have waned since the founding of Koreshanity; their forces 
have concentrated in the Koreshan body; they have merged into 
the central System, the climax of all celibate and communital 
societies.

Modern daily journalism is a menace to human liberty. It 
sustains every phase of corruption under the sun, and denounces 
every innovation in the direction of reform. It persecutes every 
new movement, and places on the rack of public inquisition, | 


those who would do humanity any real good. The daily press 
has been the enemy of Koreshanity for years; but thinking ~ 
people are beginning to contrast the corruptions of modern 
journalism with the purity of THe FLAMING SworD. We 
are not libeling individuals; we are not dragging into our 
columns the particulars of tragedies that are repulsive; we are 
not filling the paper with mental offal, nor educating the people 
in crime. Yellow journalism is sensational for the sake of 
money; impurities and falsehoods constitute its stock in trade. 
Reform journalists well know that the daily press is wholly un- 
reliable in its reports concerning the character of Koreshan in- 
stitutions, and some journals take this view of it. We have to 
thank the /zdependent Reform Press, Pueblo, Colo., for an 
article concerning the tyranny of the modern church and press, 
from which we extract the following: ‘‘We shudder to read the 
harsh words of the Denver Republican concerning the work of 
Dr. Teed, the Koreshan, in Denver, referring to his religious 
colonies as ‘‘angel factories,” and himself as a fraud. Higher 
civilization and true religion can look kindly on all religious 
ideas, even though not accepting them; only bigotry and narrow- 
ness attack everything we do not understand.” 


Edison is not an atheist, but he is an agnostic; he believes 
there is a God, but he does not know anything about him. He 
is a modern scientist, but he has discovered nothing that indi- 
cates the character of tae Almighty. The world generally be- 
lieves in a supreme Being, but entertains numerous misconcep- 
tions as to who, what, and where he is. Has modern science 
demonstrated the existence of God? It has given no clue to the 
mysteries of creation, reveals no laws, discovers no functions of 
the Almighty. The activities of the mineral and vegetable 
kingdoms are mistaken for God. God is not in the mineral 
kingdom, except as the mineral kingdom; the vegetable king- 
dom possesses all the functions in itself necessary to produce its 
phenomena. Edison says ‘‘chemistry undoubtedly proves the 
existence of a supreme intelligence,” and that ‘‘after years of 
watching the processes of nature, Ican no more doubt the ex- 
istence of an intelligence that is running things, than I can doubt 
my own existence.’’ The conception of God has no premise in 
the mind of the modern scientist; if it had, logic would lead to 
inevitable, unvarying, and correct conclusions. Koreshan Sci- 
ence uncovers the mystery of Deity; Alchemy is the key, and 
the physical cosmos is the great tangible book in which the 
Almighty has infallibly written the laws of hisexistence. Mod- 
ern scientists cannot read the book, because they have distorted 
the symbols and rendered them illegible. 


At last, agnostics are acknowledged to have a god, a god 
who is an avowed agnostic—one who knows nothing. A 
number of eulogies of Ingersoll have been published ; and since 
he has moved into the shadows of death, the fogs of imagina- 
tion have magnified him; and his followers throw about his 
head a halo of glory. We have before us several attempts at 
the exaltation of the modern agnostic, contrasting his work 
with the accomplishments of great men of the past. It is held 
that heis Spinoza, Voltaire, and Paine in one—a veritable trinity; 
that he has ‘‘unravelled the perplexing skein of myth and 
mystery of faith, hope, and immortality;’’ that it has ‘‘required 
a whole century—even in this enlightened age—to produce such 
a genius as Ingersoll,’’ and that ‘hundreds of years will elapse 
before his equal will appear.’’ Ingersoll pointed humanity 
neither to light nor life. He had no golden threads in his loom 
of thought, no gilded strands of truth spun by the wheels of 
human progress. The heights of science were not his; for he 
was an agnostic. He built up nothing; he was not an architect 
of thought. He was an iconoclast; he was destructive; he left 
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nothing more enduring than the wreck and ruin he created in 
modern theology. He was ignorant of the nature of the Cause 
of existence; and the ignorant now apotheosize him as a god! 


The foundation of all capital is labor and its products. 
Money can have no other value than that which it represents; 
and when reduced to its last analysis, it represents labor. 
Modern money is a fictitious affair, which can be juggled and 
jumbled in such a way as to deprive the laboring man of all his 
rights. The corporations trust in money; they trust in what 
money represents; they form gigantic trusts of the products of 
labor. Without labor there could be no wealth; without money 
there could be no millionaires. When the crisis comes to labor, 
it must inevitably come to capital also. Capital and labor are 
at war. The great house of industry is divided against itself; 
and it will fall through a terrible revolution, There is no pos- 
sible adjustment of the difficulties under the present industrial 
and commercial system. The world’s great lessons of reform 
must be learned through bitter experience. Capitalists will 
never volunteer to give back to labor that which has been stolen 
from labor. The crisis is at hand; the ominous signs of revolu- 
tion are multiplying. The laboring world is growing impatient 
and desperate, and the time will come when the hungry millions 
will form an irresistible mob to devastate the palaces of the 
money power! Then science, Koreshan Science, will construct 
a new system of order from the ruins of the old world! 


The very heart center of the doctrines of the primitive 
Christian church was Messianism. Today, the world is afraid 
of a Messiah, and is rapidly repudiating the idea of the necessity 
of a Messianic manifestation. Koreshanity is the science of 
Messianism; it is the science of Christianity.

The Koreshan view of the Bible is the 
scientific view; Koreshanity interprets 
the Bible from a scientific standpoint. 
We accept the Bible, not credulously, be- 
cause it has been revered for centuries, but 
because we find it to be the best written 
expression of the laws of Cause, as opera- 
tive in the great cosmos. The Bible teaches 
the Cellular Cosmogony; and when we 
demonstrate that Koreshan Astronomy is 
true, we demonstrate that the Bible is sci- 
entifically correct. The ancients under- 
stood the laws of the universe. The Bi- 
ble uses the symbols of the sun, moon, 
planets, stars, and the earth from beginning 
toend. It begins with an account of the 
processes of creation; and the ‘‘infallible 
connection” between the Bible and the 
Cellular Cosmogony, is the inevitable rela- 
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tion of the physical universe and the truth 
couched in the language of symbology. 

The orthodox interpretation of the Bible 
is irrational and silly; the entire world is 
becoming disgusted with church foolish- 
ness, and no people are more thoroughly 
disgusted with orthodox fallacies than 
the Koreshans. Permit us to suggest a 
helpful thought or two regarding the 
Bible. Worthless literature does not sur- 
vive the test of ages. Ancient litera- 
ture is valuable and true; but no ancient 
literature can be understood except 
through possession of the same mind that 
expressed it. The work of writing the 
Bible covered a period of over 2000 years; 
and yet through the entire compilation of 
the books which comprise the Bible, there 
is harmony. The great line of persist- 
ence running through it, is the ex- 
pression of the great line of life of Deity 
as it has come down through humanity. 
The Bible is the language of that life as 
it is operative in the human world. The 
Bible does not directly refer to the ex- 
ternal world; but it uses external symbols 
to illustrate activities, functions, and re- 
lations in humanity, which correspond to 
the physical world. It contemplates the 
world of mind and of life. 

The Bible. teaches the alchemy of life; 
its doctrines of immortality are as simple 
in generals and as complex in details, as 
the laws of seed-sowing and harvest. 


Periodically,there develops from humanity 
a higher kingdom, a higher order of men, 
the perfect race. The entire trend of the 
Bible is but the symbolic tracing through 
the ages, of the various experiences of the 
divine entities in death and in life, in the 
heavens and in the hells of humanity. 

It may require much study for the in- 
vestigator to get the correct idea; the laws 
of correspondence must be understood. 
Koreshanity is the unveiling of the Bible, 
as well as the revelation of the cosmos. 
No man can read the Bible understand- 
ingly, who does not comprehend the uni- 
verse and the laws of its perpetuity. This 
means that the mind that expressed itself 
in the Bible must be possessed by the 
reader.

The coming judgment is 
to be in this world; judgment was in the 
world in the visitation upon the Jews in 
the destruction of the Jewish nation and 
capital. Heaven is in the righteous man, 
and hell is in the sensual man. The 
righteous man is in heaven, and the sen- 
sual man isin hell. The true interpreta- 
tion of life and the resurrection, is that of 
re-embodiment and _ reincarnation,—the 
laws of reproduction. There is no other 
habitat for man than the earth in which 
we live. 


Surveying a Straight Line. 

EDITOR FLAMING Sworvd:—I am hearing 
some very smart people come to such 
entirely opposite conclusions concerning 
things, that I am beginning to be as wise 
as the average ignoramus. My trouble has 
been to see how such an infinitesimal 
error as less than 40 millionths of an inch 
in twelve feet, could be detected and 
eliminated in running a straight line. 
Can you not materialize the base and air 
lines, and by measuring, determine the 
difference in length, and so prove the 
earth’s contour? Koreshans might run 
theupper line, and the outside inhabitants 
the lower line, so there would be no dan- 
ger but both lines would be perfectly taut. 
I really think that a proof like this that 
could be seen without much thinking 
would suit quite well. You might prevent 
softening of the brain in the minds of 
many from too hard study!—M. A. P., 
Antioch, O. 

We can conceive of nothing simpler in 
geometry or mechanics than right angles; 
nothing simpler in geodetic survey than 
the relations of horizontal and vertical, 
or the extension of a rectiline from the 
vertical point of a perpendicular. It is 
certainly simple enough in diagram; and 
it seems to us that there could be nothing 
simpler in the line of demonstration, di- 
rect and positive, than the survey of a 
straight line in relation to a curved sur- 
face. 

Your trouble has been to see how such 
an infinitesimal error as 40 millionths of 
an inch in 12 feet could be detected and 
eliminated. In the trial survey, covering 
a distance of 456 feet (228 feet and return), 
we covered the starting point, a fine line 
under the microscope. 40 millionths of 
an inch liability to error was eliminated 
in chat survey, was it not? Our ‘‘trouble’’ 
has been to see what force or cause could 
conspire to produce errors all one way, so 
as to cause a general departure in one di- 
rection from a rectiline course. Infinites- 
imal errors of adjustment would in time 
neutralize each other. Any deviation 
from true right angles in the Rectilineator 
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itself, the apparatus employed in the sur- 
vey, were obviated by the system of re- 
versals. 

The base line of our survey was ma- 
terial—as material as the Almighty could 
make it—earth and water; and it lies there 
today, as the material curve of the earth, 
the tangible arc. We substantially ma- 
terialized the air line through successive 
adjustments of the Rectilineator, and by 
leaving the record of the air line on each 
tide staff at intervals of eighths of a 
mile; and we have published 'the results. 
But perhaps you mean that comparative 
measurements of the length of chord and 
arc should be made. The difference in the 
length of the chord surveyed and the arc 
of the earth’s curvature for the space of 
eight miles, would be only a matter of 
inches. The same difficulty to see how 
such a small error as 40 millionths of an 
inch could be detected and eliminated in 
making the measurements from beginning 
to end of both are and chord over the dis- 
tance of four miles, would meet you, the 
same as in the other process; for to be 
able to make such measurements, not 
only would an air line have to be sur- 
veyed, the same as ours, but also accurate 
adjustments of an apparatus, end to end, 
for the purpose of making the measure- 
ments. 

The Editor of THE FLAMING SWORD 
has gone over all these particulars; he 
was present with others. on the field of 
actual geodetic survey; but no such diffi- 
culties present themselves to us as to 
others; and we are in position to come in 
contact with a greater number of objec- 
tions and criticisms than can possibly be 
suggested to minds not directly connected 
with the central vortex of agitation on 
this subject. The various conflicting” ob- 
jections and conclusions received from 
scores of critics, who observe our work 
from a distance, wholly unacquainted 
with many of the particulars, constitute a 
positive proof that many of the objec- 
tions are illogical and without weight; 
the contradictions militate against the 
accuracy of the distant speculations, as we 


pave shown in ‘‘Echoes of the Geodetic 


Survey,” in the CELLULAR CoSMOGONY.

The ability that lies behind THE FLAM- 
ING SWORD is the result of strict adher- 
ence to certain demonstrated fundamentals 
of Koreshan Science, and the application 
of logic from the fundamentals to correct 
conclusions. The letter from which the 
above extracts were taken, contains con- 
clusions from a false premise—that there 
is nothing positive but good. That ‘‘the 
love of money is że root of all evil,” is 
true, not simply because itis a Scripture 
statement, but because it is scientific. 
That root is the positive pole of all evil. 
All thought is substance; love is the 
substance of desire. The love of money 
is a substance which, when generated 
in the positive will and transmuted to the 
various complex degrees of mind, and 
finally to muscular, physical, and me- 
chanical energies, is sufficiently potent to 
move millions of human beings in the 
wrong direction, in all the pursuits and 
activities of life. It turns the wheels of 
commerce, moves railway trains and 
steamships, and produces all the activities 
of industry. There is power there; and 
today, in the domains of sex, the church, 
and secular commerce, it is the most po- 
tent power active in humanity. It is 
supreme; and it is correctly termed the 
money power. 


It is true, that both good and evil can- 
not be supreme at the same time; but it 
does not follow that good is always su- 
preme, or that it is always positive. In 
the present order of the world, evil is ab- 
solutely positive. Hell has its positive 
pole here in the natural world of human- 
ity; and in the modern man, evil is posi- 
tive and good is negative. In the order 
of human progress, God and the devil 
exchange places; the Almighty enters 
hell, and the devil gets into heaven, and 
God is driven to his extremity. Evil is 
positive until it is overcome and succeeded 
by good. 

Modern science is responsible for some 
common fallacies. One is, that darkness is 
simply the absence of light; that cold is 


the absence of heat,—nothing more. This. 


is not true. Cold is just as real as-heat; 
it is the opposite of heat. Suppose for in- 
stance, we were at the north pole, where 
cold is intense. Reasoning (or failing to 
reason, rather) on the same line as the 
above, we might say: ‘‘There is no cold 
here at the north pole, for cold is not real 
—it is negative. The trouble with those 


who are freezing to death, is that they are 


not warm enough. The only real, posi- 
tive state is heat. If we acknowledge 
that cold is real, we must acknowledge the 
supremacy of cold over heat, for both cold 
and heat cannot be supreme. If we re- 
gard cold as an actual state or cause of 
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the sensations of cold in ourselves, we 
resist cold.”’ 

It is self-evident that where cold reigns, 
where darkness prevails, that cold and 
darkness are supreme then and there; and 
it would not change the situation a parti- 
cle, to deny that cold and darkness are 
real. Cold and darkness have their poles 
in the physical universe, just as heat and 
light have their poles. The same is true 
in humanity. Hate is the opposite of 
love, and can be exercised with an in- 
tensity equal to that of love. The powers 
of good and evil succeed each other in 
supremacy, as day and night alternate in 
the physical world. ‘‘The devil hath the 
power of death;’’ death reigns supreme 
until the Almighty becomes able to de- 
stroy death. Then life becomes supreme, 
and good becomes positive. 

Concavities on a Convex Earth? 


EDITOR FLAMING Sworpd:—Thanks for 
the CELLULAR COSMOGONY, which I re- 
ceived and read, but do not find convin- 
cing. Indeed, as a pure uniist, knowing 
the absolute truth, how could dualism con- 
vince me of anything? Your geodetic 
experiments being taken upon the super- 
ficial concavities of the earth’s exterior 
convex crust, are worthless. In propor- 
tion to the comparatively immense size of 
the earth, they are very trivial, and do 
not disturb the fact of its convexity at all. 
The irregular concavities on the surface 
of an orange do not militate against its 
convexity as a whole, do they? Your air 
line was too low to accurately demonstrate 
the true contour of the earth’s surface. 
The whole surface of the earth is covered 
with superficial concavities, and on this 
fact was based your experiments, and on 
it rests your inadequate proof of the sup- 
position of the concavity as a whole.—

It was assumed centuries ago, before 
any attempts were made whatever to prove 
the assumption, that the surface on which 
we live is convex; and on that basis the 
entire system of modern astronomy has 
been predicated. It is assumed in the 
above, as a last resort to explain away 
the Koreshan Geodetic Survey, and to 
evade the Koreshan conclusions of the 
earth’s concavity, that there are concavi- 
ties on the convex earth! Assumptions 
are plentiful and cheap, and the world is 
full of them, There are no proofs that the 
earth is concavo-convex: on one and the 
same surface at the same time; and it is 
noticeable that none are offered in the 
above. : 

If the earth were convex, its water sur- 
face would be regularly convex, every- 
where at right angles to the plumb-line. 
Everywhere, the horizon has the same ap- 
parent dip, and vessels disappear at 
given distances from given altitudes of 
observation, under given meteorological 
conditions. The earth is concave; and 
the water’s surface of that concavity, 
which comprises the inner surface of the 
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great shell, is regular, possessing a given 
ratio of curvature. In one part of the 
world we have conducted a test of the 
earth’s surface, and have demonstrated 
the concavity of the earth at that point, 
or the concave curvature of the meridian 
arc on the west coast of Florida; in the 
above, it ig admitted that it is concave 
there; and that the air line was low 
enough and high enough to determine 
quite a concavity in the vicinity of Na- 
ples! Now what conspired to select a 
concavity, with a ratio of curvature of 8 
inches to the mile? What produced the 
concavity of Lake Michigan, and other 
waters over which specific observations 
have been made? Why, the fact of the 
universal concavity ! 

The Koreshan air line was not too low 
to determine the concavity of the arc sur- 
veyed; here we have direct and positive 
proof of concavity of that point, in dem- 
onstration of the analogical conclusion 
that the universe is a cell, in conformity 
with the law of all life. As against these 
proofs, the assumption without proof that 
there are superficial concavities on a 
convex earth, has no weight. Thinking 
people desire roofs, idle speculations 
have had their day, and the orange earth 
is vanishing; but the living orange re- 
mains, with the life on the inside of the 
rind! Every living organic structure is 
specifically cellular, with correlate func- 
tions, with inherent life on the znzside 
of the structure. Such is the physical 
universe; it is the outermost expression 
and pediment of its interior life.

If all men and women were to become 
celibates on Koreshan principles, would 
the race become extinct; or would virginal 
conception take place, resulting in the 
production of sinless, immortal, beings ?—

Suppose humanity were to go on mul- 
tiplying for the next one thousand years, 
at the same ratio that it has increased 
during the past century, how many hu- 
man beings would there be in the 
world? Overproduction is counterbal- 
anced through celibacy. The maximum 
and the minimum of humanity obtain ac- 
cording tolaw. The universe has existed 
from all eternity, and periodically thereis 
a tendency to celibacy and to conservation 
of life; but celibacy has never yet depopu- 
lated the world! The factis, that through 
celibacy the energies of life are conserved 
and utilized. Suppose the cells of a plant 
continued to multiply indefinitely; would 
the seed ever be formed? Without the 
seed, there could be no perpetuity of the 
life of the plant. The perpetuity of the 
human race depends upon its seasons of 
invigoration, or processes of souling-up. 
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There are never more celibates at any one 
time than are necessary to make up the 
144,000 sons of God. There could not be. 
The aspirations of the human world are 
not high enough; each stratum of human- 
ity has its own plane of equipoise. Do not 
excuse Sensualism on the ground of the 
supposition that purity might ruin the 
universe ! 

By what authority do you say that «the 
wife of Adam was the church of Adam”? 
You say “Adam did not beget children 
through sensualism.” Is not that ac- 
knowledging that he had a wife, and that 
children were born to them—literally, as 
we speak today ?—P. A. C. 

We speak by the authority of Koreshan 
Science, the science of Messianic function.

The Chicago Tribune Deplores the Failure of 

- Astronomers and Says “Astronomy 

is a Sealed Book.” 

The Tribune is more than ever convinced 
it was right when it hesitated to accept 
the confident statements of some astrono- 
mers that a spectacular display was to be 
made last week in the region of Leo, and 
that the Leonids would turn out in force 
fora great autumn festival. The Tribune's 
reserved statement was not made upon the 
basis of superior knowledge, for it frankly 
confesses astronomy is a sealed book to it, 
and that it has no hard and fast policy in 
matters celestial. It is always ready to 
‘“restudy” the case where heavenly phe- 
nomena are concerned. It made its asser- 
tions conditionally, realizing the, errancy 
of human calculations and the uncertainty 
of éverything.above our -heads—a lesson 
which the haughty prophet in the Audi- 
torium tower might take to heart as illus- 
trating the dangers of cocksurety. 

When the doctors disagree, the layman 
should be modest in his statements, Sev- 


eral reputable astronomers now assert 
that the few meteors seen by observers 
were not members of the Leonid stream, 
but ordinary old shooting stars such as 
may be seen most any time, and that the 
real Leonid festival will not be celebrated 
until the fall of 1900, which certainly will 
be a more fitting time, as it will help 
illuminate the windup of the century 
with a display of pyrotechnics, if it should 
come off at that time. The only comment 
the Tribune feels like making, and it 
makes it shrinkingly, is that it is curious 
some of the astronomers should have been 
a year out of the way in their calculations, 
To the generality of mankind it will 
make no essential difference whether the 
show comes off in 1899 or 1900. The 
observers have been at some expense for 
their photographing outfits, and undoubt- 
edly many curious people have lost several 
hours of sleep sitting up to watch for the 
grand Leonid  procession.—C hicago 
Tribune. 
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A Hollow Sphere. 


A Book Which Claims This For the Earth, 
is Now in Circulation. 


In a book entitled CELLULAR COSMOG- 
ONY, or “The Earth a Concave Sphere,” 
published in Chicago last year by KORESH, 
(Cyrus R. Teed), well known here as the 
father of Artist Teed, the assertion is pos- 


itively made that the earth, instesd of 
being a convex sphere, is a concave sphere 
with the people living inside. The pages 
of the book, which is now being circula- 
ted in this city, are devoted to an endeavor 
to prove the correctness of this strange as- 
sertion. There is a profusion of diagrams 
purporting to demonstrate the theory. 

Following is a selection from the open- 
ing chapter, which is described as being 
only a descriptive outline of the «“alchemi- 
co-organic cosmos.” 

“The earth is a concave sphere, the 
ratio of curvature being eight inches to 
the mile, thus giving a diameter of eight 
thousand, and a corresponding circumfer- 
ence of about twenty-five thousand miles. 
This tact is physically and mechanically 
demonstrated by placing a perpendicular 
post at any point on the surface of the 
earth—though it were better to place it 
by the side of a surface of water—and 
extending a straight line at right angles 
from this perpendicular. The line thus 
extended will strike the surface at any 
distance proportionate to the height of 
the vertical post.” 

The diagrams and photographic repre- 
sentations, as well as the printed text, are 
evidently the result of considerable study 
on the part of a scientifically inclined per- 
son, and while in some parts obtuse, the 
subject can be followed by an intelligent 

. reader, with much interest. If the series 
of experiments by the «‘Koreshan Geodetic 
Expedition” on the Gulf of Mexico were 
made and the results are correctly reported 
(as is attested by a number of depositions, 
under oath), serious minded men will be 
likely to regard the theory as at least plaus- 
ible, if not authentic, The book apparently 
strikes at every conventional argument or 
apparent cause for the belief in the con- 
vexity of the earth’s surface. Allusions 
of the Bible to the earth are put forth as 
being in perfect accord with the Koreshan 
theory.—Binghamton (N. Y.) Evening 
Herald.
